There are some 
who think that French iron-clads in the Baltic 
will'BO divert the attention and the sympathy 
as well as the fears of the Germ an people that 
France ca mot fail to como out of tho conflict 
victoriou.i. 
Tho.se who so reason forget that 
this is more a German than a Prussian w a r ; 
that Hauover is as much anti-French as is 
Prussia, aud th at the South German States 
have revealed almost a larger amount of 
enthusiasm than any other portion of F ath er­ 
land. 
It is not our opinion th at France can 
do much harm to Prussia in the north. 
The 
harm can only be done by ships. 
Ships have 
to encounter strong, though not, perhaps. Im­ 
pregnable fortresses; but before the ships 
have made the fortresses yield the Prussian 
victories by land may be such that France will 
have no choice but accept Prussian term s and 
make peace. 
Land fighting, not sea fighting; 
battalions, not ships, m ust determ ine the issue 
of this contest. 
Meanwhile the situation is 
full of promise for a great fight—a fight which 
has had no parallel in Europe since the battle 
of Waterloo. 
W hat are the chances? 
P russia may w in; 
France may win. 
We speak only of the forth­ 
coming fight. 
It is not possible now th at 
France can overrun Germ any. 
If in the forth­ 
coming fight, which, we think, m ust bo gen­ 
eral along the whole line and torriQc in its re ­ 
sults beyond anything on 
record, 
France 
should win, other battles m ust follow ; and 
peace m ust become a necessity to France be­ 
fore it can become a necessity to Prussia. 
Prussia may fight again and again and again 
before she leaves French soil. 
B at one grand 
battle, such as that we have said is now in­ 
evitable, if Prussia wins, will prostrate France. 
The demoralization will be general and com­ 
plete; and France, throughout all her borders, 
will begin to cry out against the m an who 
made the war. 
The cry will be such as was 
heard in 1814, when the F irst Napoleon was 
sent to Elba, and such as w as heard again in 
1815, when the first empire finally fell^ P re­ 
monitory of this cry we have to-day the points 
of another proclamation issued by K ing Wil­ 
liam of Prussia. 
It is directed against Napo­ 
leon personally. 
The King, indeed, expresses 
pity for tho French people—a people “ cursed," 
he says, “ by a B onaparte." 
It Is a royal e x ­ 
communication, and by “ divine rig h t.” 
The 
crisis of Bonapartism is at band. 


T e lb g ra p h io B lu n d e rs.—Telegraphic com­ 
munication is still in its infancy. 
It does not 
yet ftilly appear w hat a m ighty agency it is 
destiued to become in hum an affairs. 
W hat it 
is already capable of accom plishing is wonder­ 
ful. 
And if we take into consideration tho 
inoxperieuce, and. in some glaring instances, 
the gross ignorance of not a few operators, 
the telegraphic blunders which are made arc 
surprisingly few. One of these blunders, how­ 
ever, has proved—or is said to have proved— 
80 disastrous that we are constrained to insist 
upon the imperative necessity of the utmost 
caution on the part of telegraphic operators. 
The defeat and the retreat of MacMahon are 
reported to have been caused by the mis­ 
spelling of a single name. 
Failly, whom it 
was intended to order to move on to Limbacb, 
is said to have found “ K assbach” instead of 
“ Limbacb” in the telegram which he received.

What might have proved to be a most 
serious 
calam ity 
occurred 
in 
the 
bay 
on 
Friday 
evening 
last, 
caused 
by tho 
collision of a heavily laden schooner with the 
Coney Island steam boat Norwalk, 
a craft 
which is proverbially unfortunate, whether be­ 
cause she Is what people call unlucky, or 
because of the recklessness of her officers and 
crew. 
A t all events, she has had a series of 
misfortunes, and there is evidence apparently 
in this last occurrence to show that the pilot 
was not free from blame, nor in a con­ 
dition to take care of the lives of some five or 
six hundred people entrusted to him. 
The 
sacrifice of life was at first reported to be six or 
eight persons drowned and a good many others 
m issing; but, fortunately, it appears that that 
was exaggerated, and that few lives, if any, 
have actually been lost. 
In the dim twilight 
it 
was 
impossible 
to 
tell 
bow 
many 
might not have gone overboard when the 
fearfnl crash came, which drove the bowsprit 
of the schooner, with terrific force. Into the 
wbeelbouse of the steam er, transfixing her at 
once. 
The wonder is that tbe frailer vessel 
did not go down in mid-channel, Instead of at 
the dock. 
It was a merciful Providence 
which kept her afloat long enough to land the 
terror-stricken passengers In Brooklyn. 
These Coney Island boats have long been an 
object of fear to all cautious people, yet they 
carry crowds every day, comprised a good 
deal of a rough and reckless class. 
They are 
usually crowded beyond their capacity for 
safely, especially at tho 
hour when 
this 
calam ity occurred. 
They are not provided 
with the proper moans of eseape in caso of 
danger. 
W itness the fact that the life pre­ 
servers wore all locked up and inaccessible to 
the passengers; and wo are compelled to add, 
from the nature of tho accident to the Nor­ 
walk, that they are not under the control of 
men with whom people can trust their lives. 
Without waiting for any tedious controversy 
as to who is in fault the officers of the 
steam boat should at once be placed under 
arrest 
and 
held 
to 
answer 
for 
their 
conduct. 
Tho 
captain 
of 
the 
schooner 
should, of course, be also held, and subm itted 
to a close Investigation. 
From the facts dis­ 
closed by those on board the Norwalk tho 
disaster can hardly be noted down as an un­ 
usual atfbident. 
There was gross carelessness 
somewhere, and we want to discover on which 
sidi? it was. 
We hopo tho investigation will 
be full, fiiir and searching. 
Too much commendation cannot be given to 
Captain Leonard Kipp, of the tugboat How­ 
ard, who gallantly came to the rescue and 
towed the sinking steamboat, with her trem ­ 
bling passengers, safe to shore, and then, re­ 
turning, brought in the disabled schooner, 
which had also a hundred or more passengers 
on board. 
This humane conduct of C aptain 
Kipp stands in magnificent relief to the heart­ 
less action of tho pilot of the Ham ilton ave­ 
nue 
ferryboat, w.ho, it 
is alleged, passed 
within sight and sound of this terrible distress, 
and paid no heed either to the cries or signals 
of tho affrighted passengers of the Norwalk. 
The ferryboat was running to earn her pennies, 
and she had no time to alleviate hum an 
misery ju st then. 
In palliation of the conduct 
of tho pilot it ought to bo rem em bered that ho 
is an employe of the Union Ferry Company, a 
Corporation which never did yet realize tho 
value of human life when compared w ith the 
value of dividends, 
as many a bereaved 
family knows whose 
relatives 
have been 
drowned in the very docks, while the ferry­ 
boats pnrsued their way coolly, w ithout ex ­ 
tending the least assistance to the struggling 
w retches who had fallen in an attem pt to roach 
the boat. 
Wo trust that a handsome testi­ 
monial will be got up for Captain Kipp in 
recognition of his humanity. 
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The Ice Extortion. 


It appears that tbe dread monopoly known 
as the Knickerbocker Ice Company, which is 
m aster of all it surveys in the Arctic luxury, 
has issued an edict declaring that from to­ 
morrow forth the price of ice to private con­ 
sumers is to be advanced from one and a half 
cents to two cents a pound, and that tho drivers 
of ice carts arc not to deliver anything less 
than twenty-five cents' w orth to anybody. 
This portion of tbe ukase will cut off the use 
of ice from thousands of poor families who 
have been accustomed to purchase it in small 
quantities, and is in itself a cruel injustice. 
Is 
there no remedy for the extortions of this 
abominable monopoly? 
H ardly. 
But some­ 
thing may be done by families in economizing 
the use of ice to the lowest point of consump­ 
tion absolutely necessary in the household, 
aud something also by the authorities in 
opening 
pumps 
for 
the 
supply 
of cold 
spring 
water, 
as 
has 
been 
done 
to 
some 
extent 
in Brooklyn. 
The weather, 
too, is not far off when ice will 
cease 
to be a necessity. 
The public will rejoice 
doubly if it should arrive In time to leave a 
large surplos stock in tbe monopolists’ ice 
houses. 
There is a remedy ahead, also, for 
this extortion, and that is to get up indepen­ 
dent ice companies before next w inter, and 
thus keen down the price to a fair and honest 
value. 
Monopolies do not live forever. 


W e K now A ll About I t.—According to 
French reports the French armies In the late 
battles were defeated by overwhelming num­ 
bers, in tbe proportion of eight or ten thousand 
French against fifty or sixty thousand G er­ 
mans. 
We know what this means. 
From the 
first Bull Run to the second the defeats of our 
Union arm ies were generally charged to the 
overwhelming forces of the enemy, but there 
was never much consolation or truth in the ex­ 
cuse. 
It is good generalship that brings an 
overwhelming force to bear upon some par­ 
ticular point which will decide the battle. 
It 
is tho Napoleonic idea upon which “ The Little 
C orporal" overran the Continent, and if the 
nephew is not equal to this idea he will have 
to retire.

Tbe vast naval force of G reat Britain is 
exhibited in most accurate and exhaustive 
analyses of (he m aster rolls of her fleets, 
which show her power at sea,

proudest ensign of her most honored admirals, 
as they float on her formidable iron-olads, 
down to the hum blest of her Jack tare, of her 
marines and her powder boys. 
This roll of 
the force of the great insular European neutral 
will enable our readers to understand what a

by 
her 
diplomacy 
in 
its sudden final adjustment. 
Tbe question of 
tho supply of coal comes In incidentally in 
this connection. 
It is only casually mentioned 
by one of the writers, but is really of a very 
first consequence in the consideration of the 
subject of tho European war. 
It ban been 
calculated that the homo supply of ooal in 
England will be completely exhausted within 
twenty-five years, owing to the increasing de­ 
mands of her manufacturing interests and of 
her navy for purposes of 
motive power. 
Should 
this calculation prove correct the 
great heart of the 
commercial 
giant 
of 
Europe would cease to pulsate, its arm s fall 
paralyzed to its side. 
There would be nothing 
left to Britain as a means of recuperation or 
cure but a resort to tho inexhaustible water 
power of Ireland. 
E xact in her economics to a 
degree, and alm ost prescient in her forecasts of 
the m aterialistic future, Eugland may have 
become conviuced of the accuracy of this 
calculation, and hence her anxiety for the 
preservation of the independence of Belgium. 
She has rarely, if ever, except in tho case of 
modern Greece, assisted at tho birth of a na­ 
tionality ; and scarcely, if ever, interfered to 
save one either from topographical alteration 
or governm ental extinction. 
Belgium, how­ 
ever, contains coal within her bosom, and coal 
is to-day tbe very pabulum of British na­ 
tional life—her inspiriting power from Man­ 
chester to Hindostán, from Birmingham to 
Pekin, 
and 
from 
Cork 
and 
Galway 
to 
the 
antipodes. 
The subject of 
the 
sup­ 
ply of coal in England constitutes thus a 
really prominent feature for aud in a compre­ 
hensive consideration of the European war 
crisis. 
Of our special corre.spondonce from the seat 
of w ar wo may with great justice claim tho 
privilege of another rem ark. 
Tho dismissal of 
tho French envoy Benedetti by King William 
of Prussia, at Em s, was, perhaps, the most 
sudden precursor of a deadly struggle between 
two great nations which was ever before given 
to the outside world. 
Napoleon’s insult to 
A ustria, iu the person of Baron Ilubnor, at 
the Tuileries on the Now Year’s day ot 1859, 
and which heralded the Franco-A ustrian w ar 
of that year, was not more so.

The Germans, aRcr their late im portant 
victories of Wissembourg, W oerth, Haguenau, 
Forbach, Saarbruck, Ac.., have been gather­ 
ing up the killed and wounded on both 
sides and the prisoners and m aterials of w ar 
left behiad by the defeated and retreating 
F ren ch ; and they have been also providing 
to hold the places captured and the railw ay 
lines, and for the capture of the im portant 
city of Strasbourg in their ro a r; and they have 
been bringing up their reserves and ammuni­ 
tion, and have been repairing tho dam ages 
suffered by their columns in the late battles, 
so as to advance with a well compacted front 
upon a concentrated enemy.

ous arm y can push im m ediately forward, 
belter skelter, as in the pursuit from W aterloo.

any doubts as to tbe indispensableness of tbe 
most strict enforcement of quarantine regula­ 
tions at this port. 
New York is placed, as it 
were, between two fires, and nothing but ex­ 
trem e vigilance on the part of our health 
authorities, and the re a d / co-operation of our 
citizens in all measures for the protection of 
the metropolis, can save it from cholera on the 
one hand and yellow fever on the other. 
The 
general physical prostration induced by greater 
than tropical heats renders us peculiarly liable 
to the poisonous influence of any epidemic 
which may visit us. 
Extraordinary means 
should be imm ediately adopted to guard our 
city against both cholera and yellow fever.

We still look to Paris as tho centre, both for 
conception and propagandism, of tbe newest 
styles of costume—the m aterial, its m ake up 
and adornment. 
The world has been accus­ 
tomed, during such a number of years past, to 
accept tho ip«e dixit of tbe Freno'u modistes in 
all m atters appertaining to the toilet as final 
that 4’ashionable people can scarcely vest them­ 
selves with any great am ouat of confidence In 
the harmony of their robing without liaving 
first heard from the French capital. 
Outside 
peoples have been used to dress their hair in 
the sheen of the guillotine and lace them selves 
according to the order of the day of tho bas­ 
tions or tbe fickle mood of the boulevards. 
Paris thus obtained a monopoly of a world­ 
wide, omnipresent interest. 
O f this Paris 
made money, founded a name and a reputation. 
Like all great monopolists Paris has of late 
become tyrannical as to the promulgation of 
the rnodo aud whimsical in its notions of its 
elaboration and trimmings. 
Pari.s has thus 
involved a great many persons of all countries 
in heavy expense, given rise to a host of imi­ 
tators of her fashions at a distance, aud thus 
really demoralized the public taste in m atters 
of 
dress to a very considerable 
extent. 
Instead of being natural and taking the fig 
leaf of the first lady in Eden as a standard 
for simple elaboration tow ards a complete aud 
becoming vesture, the female world has to a 
very groat degree become Parisian on the sul)- 
ject of dress and almost abandoned its own 
originality of invention of stylo for an incom­ 
plete Imitation of what was really had and 
worn before. 
W ar is a grand revoluUonizer, however. 
G reat national interests have been freqiKfntly 
lost during the campaigns of armies, and new 
ideas have been often brought forth and 
m atured into facts during the boo’ming of the 
guns of battle. 
England took advantage of 
tho American civil war to alrao.st sweep tho 
commercial flag of the United States from the 
ocean and to attract the shipbuilding interests 
of tho world to her own rivers. 
We lo st; our 
rival gained. As it has been with the canvas 
of the American ocean marine, so it may be, 
perhaps, with the dress rig interests of Paris 
during tbe prespat struggle with Prussia. 
They may pass from the French city. 
They 
may be transferred to New York. 
Am ericaus 
have never been jealous or e.ivioiis as a people 
of other nations. 
With the French they have 
been always friendly. 
But if tho French wiil 
continue to affright Fashion from her Paris 
sanctum by the roar of artillery, we do not 
see why New York— victorious in war, rich in 
greenbacks and specie, refined in taste, and 
with a most magnificent park for tho display 
of every description of dress—should not 
tender the goddess a sanctum. 
Wo arc ready 
to afford shelter to the Pope, who will, no 
doubt, If he should como among us, comfort us 
as to tho hereafter. 
Why not, also, build up 
a native templo to Fashion, who will both 
adorn us in the present and enable us to im­ 
pose pantaloons and petticoats on the Old 
World. 


In the meantime wo publish to-day a special 
report of the latest utterances of P aris on the 
subject of dress—of robes, of laces, of hats, 
of shoes, of trimmings and of diamonds. 
“ Bism arcks,” it is almost needless to say, are 
“ gone out" in France, and the fall styles were 
“ coming out” at court and in tbe opera 
house.

Amid tbe diu which is produced by tbe 
publication of tbe confficting reperts which 
reach us every moment relative to the progress 
of the w ar in Europe comes, in very agreeable 
shape, our special correspondence from Asiatic 
Turkey. 
It is dated at Diarboker, a t tbe 
northern extrem ity of the Plain of Shinar, the 
unchanged and unchangeable scene of some of 
tbe first facts in tbe history of the human race. 
The contents of tbe communication are conse­ 
quently calculated to 
carry tho mind away 
back to the beginning, and to torce it, as it 
were, to think of tbe great end. 
O ur special 
w riter places the two interior cities, Diarbeker 
and Aleppo, in contrast. 
H e tells the reader 
of the Oriental system of government, and of 
Oriental m anners and customs as they prevail 
and are experienced there to-day. Ho is hope­ 
ful of the future of tho East, and believes,

in the

era of civilization and progress a t the fountain-

of 
enlightenment. 
Turkey 
proper 
receives h ope; she wilL share largely in tho 
benefits of tho modern evangelism .

Its members had alm ost forgotten the 
example of the first great Preacher, and, this 
being so, had of course departed widely from 
the rule of guidance adopted by St. Paul, and 
which was followed out with such glorious 
results by St. Francis Xavier, St. A ugustine 
and the other successors of the A postles in 
different parts of the world. 
The Am erican 
missionaries m ust return to first principles if 
they hope either for success on earth or for 
the crown which endures forever.

The scene here to-day is truly euUveulug, the more 
so as It eonirasts strongly with tbe one preceding 
It. The harbor Is crowded with yachts, and quite 
an excitement prevall.s. 
No race took place, how­ 
ever, as several vessels require some slight repairs 
before eutcriug Into u regular couicst. Tho Ptian- 
tom goes ou lUo ways this afternoon to be cleauoil, 
and It Is thought that the Magic will be ready by to­ 
morrow morning to compete In the great race to 
Newport. Over eighteen yachts will particípalo, 
and the event Is looketl forward to with great uite- 
rest. 
The sail from Gleu Cove to Now London was ex­ 
tremely tedious, aud Do.sses.s.id but lew features of 
Interest, since iho elements were in every respect 
opposed to yachting.

They 
re all, with two or three e.xceptions, converts 
j Cath. li- ity ; they are all men of culture and 
men whose vunltiog am bition and aims would he 
high and daring w ere Hiey not moulded to the 
nobler end of selLsacrifloe. 
Tliey are men to 
whom the religion of Jesiis has become the ro­ 
mance ol their lives. Most of them are from taiiil-

John and 
Isaac- wrro dcejdy attached to eacli other, and 
began business at an early ag e together as bakers. 
Bnt Isaac was not a man to keep his mind from 
embracing the whole wide range of human tliought 
wliile w. i king a t his loaves. 
He nailed ids 
algebra to the wall above his trough, that he 
iniglit train ids intellect while at Iris work. 
N ot 
long after this we find Isaac Hecker forsaking liis 
bneiiiesH and making Iris appearance among the 
seeker.i of wisdom at BrooK Farm . 
Here, with 
Hawthorne aiul t'nrti'', ('. A. Dana and Uiplcy, Lc 
speculated upon the delusion of arranging their 
lives upon a better system of society than that 
with wliich they found theniBelves surrounded. 
Bnt after nine months’ aliode among Hism he left, 
no wiser or better olf or nearer the solution of Iris 
problem than wiicn ho came. 
Ho experim ented 
farther witli Tboreau with no better success; re ­ 
turned to his brothers and their business still no 
luippier or wiser, 
HOW HE BECAME A CATHOLIC. 
Strange to say, a controversy of n very hi«t> d 
cliaiactor, and violent uUaeks upon the ( 'atliolie 
Chnrch first led Iiini to consider the cltim s of 
Rome to a hearing. 
He had been brought up

rdeted Iris novitiate,and entered that austere order 
a s a monk.

These monks, w.th 
Father Hecker at their head, founded the first 
new order of the Uhureli in the New W orld.
